Shippey Shows 
Polio Could 
Happen Here 

Lee Shippey, one of Sierra 
Madre’s better known writers, 
tells the story of Chuckie 
Thomas of Sierra Madre in re¬ 
lation to the current March of 
Dimes campaign against the 
dreadful disease of polio: 

Chuckie Thomas walked 
again at Christmas. That was 
the big thrill for a lot of us. 
In 1951 the baby had just 
learned to walk and was proud 
of the achievement, when he 
was stricken by polio. For a 
year he was in the Sister Ken¬ 
ny Hospital, tied down on his 
bed most of the time to keep 
him from misusing his useless 
leg. Even though he has to 
walk with a brace now, it is 
wonderful to see the bright, 
happy little fellow walking. 

If it had'nt been for the 
March of Dimes Chuckie might 
never have walked again. The 
March of Dimes has every great 
medical school and hospital in 
America studying polio. That 
research has developed many 
improved ways of treating the 
strickening disease and seems 
close to finding a way to pre¬ 
vent it. March of Dimes con¬ 
tributions to hospitals enable 
them to give wonderful care. 
Such care as Chuckie and hun¬ 
dreds of others in this county 
received last year would have 
cost more than $30 a day, per 
patient, if it were not for the 
system and the vast amount of 
unpaid effort the March of 
Dimes makes possible. No ordi¬ 
nary family could stand that. 
That system cuts the average 
cost down to around $20 a day, 
of which the patients' families 
pay what they can. The March 
of Dimes sees to it that the 
patients get the care, whether 
they can pay for it or not. 

Last year, thank God, there 
were no new cases of polio in 
Sierra Madre. But there were 
so many in the county that the 
March of Dimes spent far more

“It is entirely fitting that you 
should be thus honored, and on 
behalf of all the residents of 
this community I congratulate 
you on this well-deserved rec¬ 
ognition of the distinguished 
service you have rendered to 
our country. 

"We in the city service who 
know your record are proud to 
number you among our fellow 
workers, and as Mayor of the 
City of Los Angeles I take great 
pleasure in designating you as 
the City’s representative to 
the Presidential Inauguration 
Ceremonies.” 

Van lersel, who was one of 
the most decorated men in

Every kind of personal atten¬ 
tion to make the blood donor 
comfortable will be offered by 
the 16 professional staffers and 
more than 25 local Red Cross 
volunteers at the Woman’s 
Clubhouse next Wednesday, 
Jan. 21, when the Mobile Unit 
of the Blood Bank comes to 
town. 

All persons in good health, 
who are between the ages of 21 
to 59, are eligible to make their 
blood contributions to “the 
most vital bank in the world.” 
E. Waldo Ward, chairman of 
the Sierra Madre Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, has ex¬ 
pressed the hope that at least 
200 "depositors” will respond to 
Blood Bank’s appeal for the 
precious plasma. To encourage 
a good turn-out, baby sitters 
and transportation will be sup¬ 
plied to those who need them. 

Ward explains that the call 
for blood and plasma is ur¬ 
gent not only for the Armed 
Forces and veterans’ hospitals, 
but also for civilian use. If, and 
when, immediate needs are 
met, it is still necessary to ac¬ 
cumulate an adequate reserve 


supply for unforeseen, emer¬ 
gency conditions. 

Donors must weigh at least 
110 pounds. Before the dona¬ 
tion, all donors are thoroughly 
checked for temperature, pulse, 
blood pressure, and hemoglob¬ 
in content in a careful screen¬ 
ing by the doctor or nurse in 
charge.

City Administrator Replies 
To Criticism of Local Jail

In response to recent adverse 
publicity concerning the jail 
equipment in Sierra Madre and 
El Monte, City Administrator 
R. Merritt Baker has referred 
to a few statistics to show that 
Sierra Madre’s percentage of 
“criminal element” has not 
warranted extensive jailing 
facilities. 

"It’s true that certain im¬ 
provements should be made,” 
Baker said. “We are receiving 
bids to install a steel mesh 
door and steel frame, along 
with locking devices for the 
window's, but it must be re¬ 
membered that Sierra Madre 
has shown itself to be such a 
law-abiding community that 
‘jailing activities’ are at a 
minimum.” 

From July 1, 1951 to June 30, 
1952, general maintenance of 
the city jail, plus the cost of 
meals served to prisoners, 
amounted to only $139.20. 

"Sierra Madre takes in more 
money in dog tax than it does 
in the collection of fines and 
penalties,” Baker says. 

According to last records, El 
Monte, with a population of 
8101, collected $29,610 in fines 
and penalties during the fiscal 
year ending Jue 30, 1951. In 
the same year, Sierra Madre 
collected $2300 through fines 
and penalties. 

“Population here was last 
quoted at 7769,” Baker says. 
“Marysville, north of Sacra¬ 
mento, has a population of 
7826, and yet it collected fines 
and penalties amounting to 
$37,599.19. Everything consid¬ 
ered, it would appear that our 
city is hardly in need of Alca¬ 
traz facilities.” 

Sierra Madre police officers, 
however, have expressed the 
hope that the interior of police 
headquarters can be improved 
so that passageways do not 
lead so easily into the single 
room where suspects are inter¬ 
viewed. The way it is now, 
they say, persons brought to 
the station would clutter up the 
office if held for very long.

local TV companies that try to 
bring better television recep¬ 
tion to Sierra Madre. 

Much of the council’s time 
in the lengthy session was 
spent in discussions of zone 
changes and sick leave pay for 
policemen. The defining of 
eligibility for sick leave pay be¬ 
came so complicated that once 
again the city attorney was 
asked to take over. Cornyn was 
instructed to study the facts 
that they might be clarified be¬ 
fore the council is asked to re¬ 
consider the subject. 

The public hearing on R-l to 
R-l-L zone change was summed 
up in a motion by Councilman 
Noren Eaton who made the mo¬ 
tion that the recommendations 
of the Planning Commission be 
adopted on the conditions that 
areas shown on the map, and 
in accordance with descrip¬ 
tions, be approved excepting

The motion 
was seconded by Councilman 
Murray Hawkins, and passed 
by the council.

Residents and commuters in 
the W. Highland section of 
town, who have wondered what 
is delaying the paving job 
there, will be interested in the 
answer as given by R. Merritt 
Baker, city administrator. 

"First of all, the street was 
torn up because of the neces¬ 
sity of putting in a water 
main,” Baker says. “Then the 
gas company secured permis¬ 
sion to put in a gas main, and 
we thought the jobs should be 
done at once, rather than tear 
up the street twice. 

“There also is a new under¬ 
ground storm sewer going in at 
Auburn and Highland, but dur¬ 
ing the rainy season it would 
be disastrous to disrupt the 
present water drain from func¬ 
tioning. It also is because of 
the rainy season that the pav¬ 
ing contractors have changed 
their contract whereby they 
will not install the paving un¬ 
til the rains are safely ended. 

The contractors know from 
experience that to set paving 
at this time of year could cost 
the city considerably more 
mnoey and might turn the 
street into a mudhole, which 
would be even worse for the 
residents than what they have 
now. 

“We hope all persons con¬ 
cerned will bear with us,” Bak¬ 
er ended by saying. “We’re try¬ 
ing to handle this matter in a 
logical, economical manner 
that will be the best for all 
in the long run." 

Among those especially con¬ 
cerned are William E. Bowers 
and his neighbors at 686 Brook- 
side Lane. In cooperation with 
the city, Bowers had arranged 
that dirt removed during the 
paving of Highland would be 
used to fill a hole near the in¬ 
tersection of Woodland drive 
and Sunnyside Lane, to widen 
the approach to homes along 
Brookside Lane.
